IN THE SPECIFICATION 

On page 1 , delete the paragraph spanning lines 1 7 through 23 and insert the following: 
Japanese patent application 58-128322 discloses a proteoglycan extracted from 
microalgae and spirulina inhibiting the growth of leukemia cells. However, no other activities 
of such a proteoglycan have been disclosed in this application. Although a process for 
extraction of the proteoglycan from spirulina disclosed therein, the process fails to involve 
the step of breaking the cellular wall of spirulina. Therefore, the process in this Japanese 
patent application is expected to be only applied in the laboratory, rather than in the industry
